The  number  of  people  leaving  Vic- 
toria dll  ring  the  past  few  months 
has  been  equalled  by  the  arrival 
of  new  residents  from  other  part* 
of  the  Dominion,  and  little  change 
has  taken  place  In  Oreater  Vic- 
toria's total  population,  a survey 
of  moving  and  storage  companies 
j and  employment  agencies  revealed. 

I U is  estimated  that  Victoria's  pop- 
ulation Is  approximately  90,000,  an 
increase  of  about  25.000  over  pre- 
war figures. 

Those  taking  up  residence  here 
appear  to  be  mainly  retired  people,

: in  war  industries  make  up  the  bulk 
I of  those  moving  out,  transfer  com- 
panies report.  In  addition  small 
numbers  of  service  personnel  from 
other  part*  of  Canada  are  making 
their  homes  here. 

Returning  veterans  are  moving 
furniture  out  of  storage  but  fam- 
ilies moving  In  find  It  necessary  to 
store  their  furniture  for  periods 
varying  from  six  months  to  a year 
while  awaiting  an  opportunity  to 
move  into  homes  they  have  pur- 
chased or  built. 

More  people  have  moved  to  Vic- 
toria during  the  past  winter  than 
for  a number  of  yean,  one  com- 
j pany  stated  This  firm  reported 
most  were  retired  persons  from 
eastern  Canada,  particularly  Mont- 
real and  Toronto’ 

Another  company  reported  most 
of  thrlr  new  customers  came  from 
west  of  Winnipeg,  and  that  there 
were  few  younger  people  among 
them. 

About  180  men  look  advantage  of 
the  government's  offer  of  free 
transportation  back  to  their  homes 
when  curtailment  of  war  work  threw 
them  out  of  employment,  C.  A.

— Health 
Minister  Ancurin  Bevan  today  re- 
vealed In  a Government  Wlilte  Paper 
the  details  of  a national  health  serv- 
ice bill  which  Is  designed  to: 

1.  Put  free  medical  skill  within  the 
reach  of  all. 

2.  Bring  hospitals  under  State 
control. 

3 Make  illegal  sales  of  medical 
centres  from  which  doctors  work 

4 Grant  tree  spectacles^  drug.'  and 
ambulances  to  the  40.000,000  people 
of  England  and  Wales. 

Regarded  as  one  of  the  imjst  revo- 
lutionary and  comprehensive  meas- 
ures of  social  legislation  ever  laid 
before  any  British  Parliament,  the 
bill  was  presented  for  first  reading 
in  the  House  of  Commons  Tuesday, 
It  came  up  for  the  all-important 
second  reading  today  and  strong  op- 
position to  Its  passage  la  expected 
from  the  Conservative  party 

The  additional  cost  to  the  Ex- 
chequer will  be  £95,000,000  - *422.750.- 
000  • annually  and  It  Is  hoped  the 
plan  will  be  In  operation  within  two 
years. 

Mr  Bevan  side-stepped  the  sugges- 
tion that  doctors  should  be  forced  to 
work  In  areas  now  without  sufficient 
medical  services  and  the  legislation, 
as  it  now  stands,  will  seek  to  supply 
unpopular  regions  by  paying  more  to 
physicians  working  in  them  Or  they 
can  remain  outside  of  It  The  new 
legislation  gives  local  authorities  the 
duty  of  providing  medical  services  In 
contrast  to  present  legislation  which 
is  largely  permissive. 

There  will  be  no  charges  to  the 
patient  except  in  a few  special  cases 
The  free  choice  by  patients  of  doc- 
tors and  by  doctor*  of  patients  will 


Liter.  Only  exceptions  are  a few 
cases  such  as  teaching  hospitals, 
where  Mr  Bevan  considers  the  trans- 
fer unnecessary. 

Tlic  hospitals  taken  over  will  be 
entrusted  lo  regional  hospital  boards, 
of  which  there  will  be  16  to  20  m 
England  and  Wales.  A separate 
health  measure  covering  Scotland 
will  be  introduced  later. 

’Single  bedrooms  or  small  wards  ill 
hospitals  may  be  made  available  at 
extra  charge  to  patients  seeking 
greater  privacy.

If  anything  worth  while  u to  be  done  with 
daylight  saving  in  Canada  this  year  it  will 
have  to  be  done  by  the  Dominion  Govern- 
ment on  a national  plane  and  that  very  icon. 

'I  h^ present  position  is  no  less  than  ridicul- 
ous. Toronto  and  Montreal,  the  leading  cities 
of  the  Fast,  have  decided  in  favor  of  day- 
light saving  So  has  Winnipeg,  in  the  middle 
of  the  country  Vancouver,  in  the  West,  is 
teetering  on  the  issue,  ready  to  follow  what- 
ever is  done  elsewhere.  Victoria  wants  day- 
light saving.  A like  condition  of  indecision 
or  conflicting  choice  could  probably  be 
shown  in  other  sections  of  the  country. 

Meanwhile  transcontinental  rail  and  air 
systems  traverse  the  nation  as  a whole.  Are 
they  to  juggle  with  four  standard  times  and 
daylight  saving-by-whim  in  addition? 

I imr  traverses  all  of  Canada,  not  one  part 
of  it.  It  is  functional  and  important  in  each 
of  the  nine  Provinces.  Only  the  Dominion 
can  set  a common  example  to  the  nation, 
and.  whether  this  is  daylight  saving  or  the 
abandonment  of.  it  must  be  uniform.  Only 
the  Dominion,  too.  can  deal  with  contiguous 
nations  such  as  the  United  States,  so  closely 
woven  into  our  transportation  timetables  as 
to  be  inseparable  Ottawa  has  said  that  this 
issue  is  one  for  the  Provinces  How  now  if 
the  Provinces  each  choose  a different  remedy, 
and  indeed  a different  set  of  times'  Would 
that  make  sense*  We  submit  that  it  would 
not 

If  daylight  saving  was  a good  thing  in 
war.  and  the  Dominion  said  it  was.  it  is  no 
less  a good  thing  in  those  parts  of  the  year 
when  there  is*  daylight  to  be  saved  by  this 
means  In  the  crowded  cities  of  today,  scores 
of  thousands  of  employed  individuals  have 
found  in  daylight  saving  the  difference  be- 
tween an  opportunity  to  sec  something  of 
the  world  by  daylight  or  not  to  see  it:  to 
work  in  their  gardens  or  not  to  work  there; 
to  get  things  done  in  their  free  time  or  to 
leave  them  undone.  As  a device,  daylight 
saving  is  well  nigh  world  wide.  Why  does 
Mr  King  hang  back7  Of  what  is  he  fearful 
here  * 

Price-Wage  Spiral 

Anyone  can  contribute  to  the  climbing  of 
the  price  wage  spiral  if  he  wants  to.  On  the 
other  hand,  he  will  hot  profit  by  it  What 
is  really  concerned  is  neither  prices  nor  wages, 
but  the  value  of  money  Drive  down  the 
value  of  money  further  than  a world  war 
has  succeeded  in  accomplishing,  and  one  day 
the  point  may  be  reached  where  it  has  none 
That  is  recognized  by  everyone  as  inflation, 
which  cancels  out  all  values  and  robs  every- 
one in  the  land,  the  poor  first  of  all  Many 
people  contribute  to  the  growth  of  the  price- 
wage  spiral  Without  realizing  that  they  do. 
They  ask  or  pay  more  for  the  same  thing: 
that  is.  they  hold  money  at  lesser  worth. 

Whether  this  continent  is  to  know  out- 
right inflation  or  not  remains  in  the  balance, 
and  it  is  a rather  delicate  one  A lew  more 
demands  on  the  pari  of  this  pressure  group 
or  of  that,  a few  more  hoists  in  the  cost  of 
living  on  this  excuse  or  that  and  the  balance 
would  be  tipped  Here  in  f anada  wc  do  not 
think  of  ourselves  as  a nation  that  is  ready 
to  pay  SI. 000. 000  for  a postage  stamp  Wc 
trust,  sincerely,  that  it  will  never  come  to 
that.  The  reason  for  price  control  and  ceil- 
ings. such  as  they  are.  is  obvious  It  it  to 
protect  the  nation  from  those  trends  which 
are  inevitable  and  inherent  in  war— which 
tome  have  defined  as  the  art  pf  spending  one- 
self broke. 

In  so  far  as  Canada  is  concerned,  eleven  to 
twelve  million  people  cannot  compete  with 
larger  and  more  wealthy  nations.  We  must 
all  measure  our  suit  according  to  the  cloth 
that  will  be  available  Meanwhile  demands 
for  more  on  the  price  of  goods,  or  more  in 
the  value  of  services,  arc  contributing  some 
weight  to  the  down  side  of  the  balance.  Prices 
and  wages  arc  connected  as  directly  as  if  they 
were  coupled  together  by  shackles  of  iron. 
T he  price -Hragc  spiral  is  one  of  the  engines 
which  drives  inflation;  and  that  engine  has 
neither  governor  nor  safety  valve  It  invari- 
ably blows  its  head  off.  harming  millions  of 
innocent  people  in  the  process  I he  curt  w 
to  make  money  go  further,  to  demand  of  it 
just  and  better  value 

Iriinian  Appeal 

Tt  seems  likely  that  Russian  attempts  to 
have  the  meeting  of  the  Security  Council 
scheduled  for  Monday  postponed  for  sixteen 
days,  and  thereby  delay  consideration  of 
Iran's  complaints  against  Soviet  intervention 
,.  within  her  boundaries,  will  not  succeed. 
President  Truman  has  announced  that  the 
United  States  delegation  will  press  for  action 
in  the  Iranian  case,  and  formal  nonce  has 
been  lodged  with  the  Secretary-General  of  the 
United  Nations.  Mr.  Trygve  Lie.  that  a 
motion  to  place  the  controversy  at  the  head 
of  the  agenda  will  be  submitted  as  soon  as 
the  Security  Council  convenes. 

The  Russian  claim  that  the  appeal  of  Iran 
to  the  Security  Council  was  unexpected,  and 
that  the  Soviet  Government  need  more  tim« 
to  prepare  their  arguments,  mav  be  a diplo- 
matic gesture  designed  to  place  Russia  in  the 


role  of  an  injured  party.  What  may  be  more  f 
likely,  however,  i*  that  the  requested  delay 
would  have  enabled  the  Soviet  Iranian  dis- 
pute to  be  settled  in  a manner  beneficial  to  | 
Russia  It  is  no  secret  that  the  Iran  Govern-  . 
ment  has  been  under  severe  pressure  from 
Moscow,  and  the  present  Russian  military  l 
activity  in  Iran  might  have  forced  the  former  i 
to  withdraw  their  complaint. 

The  Iranian  appeal  is  not  likely  to  have  r 
surprised  other  members  of  the  Security  * 

Council  It  was  a foregone  conclusion  that  H 

the  matter  would  be  raised  at  the  session  t 

opening  on  Monday,  if  not  by  Iran  then  by  t 

the  United  States  or  by  Great  Britain  The  1 

first  appeal  bt  Iran  against  Soviet  activities  j 

was  not  disposed  of  finally  at  the  London  , 
meeting  in  January  of  the  Security  Council.  i 
It  was  turned  over  for  settlement  by  direct 
negotiation  between  the  two  governments 
concerned,  but  provision  was  made  for  re*  , 
ports  on  the  settlement  to  be  made  to  the  | 
Council.  ’ 1 

Since  then  the  situation  in  Iran  has  grown  1 
worse,  culminating  in  Soviet  disregard  of  the  ( 
treaty  under  which  Russian  troops  were  to 
have  been  withdrawn  from  that  country  at 
the  beginning  of  this  month.  Recent  uprisings 
in  tribal  areas  of  Iran  bordering  on  Iraq  and 
Turkey  have  added  to  the  concern  with 
which  the  world  views  the  disturbing  events 
taking  place  in  the  Middle  Bast  The  gravity 
of  the  impasse  cannot  be  overlooked. 

The  issue  should  be  faced  xquarelv  by  the 
Security  Council  It  cannot  be  avoided,  and 
no  circumstance  should  he  permitted  to  avert 
a lull  examination  of  all  the  factors  in  ques- 
tion Unwillingness  to  meet  the  threat  to 
world  peace  involved  in  the  protection  of  a 
weaker  power  against  a stronger  would 
merely  invite  farther  incidents  of  a similar 
nature.  Iraq  and  Turkey  arc  unlikely  to  prove 
so  amenable  to  Russian  influence  should  the 
uprising  this  week  on  their  borders  develop 
into  a major  clash  of  interests.  It  could  be 
caid  that  on  the  settlement  of  the  Iranian 
appeal  rests  the  prevention  of  furthet  and 
even  graver  international  differences. 

The  hopes  of  every  peace-loving  individ- 
ual arc  pinned  on  the  Security  Council.  In- 
effectual settlement  of  this  issue  would  under- 
mine confidence  in  it  and  diminish  its  future 
power  as  an  instrument  for  the  prevention 
of  war.  There  is  comforting  evidence  that 
the  majority  of  Security  Council  members 
recognize  the  grave  responsibility  that  lies 
before  them,  and  seem  determined  that 
nothing  shall  preclude  immediate  and  com- 
prehensive examination  ol  the  Soviet-Iraa- 
ian  dispute 

Verbosity 

It  happens  every  year  Again  and  again 
Members  frise  in  their  places  in  the  Legislature 
to  deplore  the  amount  ol  time  consumed  in 
mere  talk.  Again  and  again  newspapers  draw 
attention  to  the  fallacy  of  spending  three- 
quarters  of  a session  in  unrestrained  verbosity 
and  in  the  remaining  quarter  giving  somc- 
• what  summary  disposal  to  important  pieces 
of  legislation.  Vet  nothing  ever  seems  to  be 
done  about  it. 

The  irony  of  it  is  that  much  of  the  talk 
is  unrelated  to  matters  within  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  Provincial  Legislature.  It  is  com- 
pletely irrelevant  in  that  respect,  and  would 
be  ruled  out  of  order  in  less  pretentious  gath- 
erings. The  Throne  and  Budget  debates 
permit  Members  to  talk  about  almost  any- 
thing under  the  sun.  and  they  take  full  ad- 
vantage of  the  privilege.  The  result  is  that 
in  the  closing  days  and  hours  of  the  session, 
when  Members  have  exhausted  their  srocal 
powers  and  are  anxious  to  get  home,  bills 
arc  rushed  through  various  stages  without 
the  consideration  that  in  most  cases  is  their 
due.  I he  volume  of  amendments  to  existing 
legislation  that  is  presented  each  session  offers 
proof  of  the  hasty  nature  of  the  initial  passage 
of  many  laws 

The  right  of  debate  and  open  discussion 
is  an  ancient  heritage  and  one  that  is  too  pre- 
cious to  lose  There  should  be  a happy  med- 
ium. however  Rights  impose  responsibilities. 
Members  should  remember  that  the  main 
business  of  the  Legislature  is  to  legislate,  and 
this  cannot  be  accomplished  in  the  best  in 
tcrests  of  the  public  if  bills  arc  passed  in 
haste  because  of  too  much  time  spent  in  mere 
verbosity  Is  if  too  much  to  hope  that  some 
day  some  Government  will  do  something 
about  balancing  the  merits  of  legislative  talk 
and  action  '
